Every traveler knows that the sleeping-car 
deserves great praise. 
It has been n nerve- 
composing boon to ull sorts ot peripatetic 
folk; and iu the enjoyment of its comforts 
how often have we fitted on an appendix to 
Sancho’s benediction, aud have deemed the 
man who invented sleep only a litte higher in 
our gratitude than tlie man who invented 
sleeping-cars. 
Indeed, 
for a good many of 
us wandering Jews and Gentiles, the forua°r 
inventor would have lived in vain had it not 
been for tlie happy device of the latter. 
Ah, 
the dear joy (dear iu more senses than one) 
to the haggard wretch on nocturnal travels 
bent, of 3tetching his whole weary length on 
the cushioned expanse of Mr. Pullman’s couch, 
and there reposing and dosing at the rate of 
forty miles an hour—shot furiously through 
space, feet foremost, like some crooked bifur­ 
cated arrow, aud wrapt in slumber all the 
while! Therefore let no critical expressions 
that may presently drop from us give tlie idea 
that we do not duly appreciate the sleeping- 
car, and pay all honor to the great Pullman 
as a man who deserves well of his kiud.

it? Is the sort of decorum which we now 
speak of a code of beautiful maxims aud 
practices important to all but tlie people 
who happen to b e on a journey? The truth 
is that American civilization itself is in danger 
of disgrace and actual detriment in manners 
and morals, through the indecorous promiscu­ 
ousness enforced upon travelers in these pub­ 
lic conveyances. 
Surely a brain so fertile in 
resources as Mr. Pullman’s can provide against 
this evil, the sight of which is a shock of dis­ 
gust to all well-bred and right-thinking peo­ 
ple. 
Of course in such cases it is always ea­ 
sier to suggest what should be done, tbanl to 
suggest how it can be done; yet nothing 
should hinder us from doing what we can to 
direct public opinion towards a nuisance that 
must be abated somehow.—Christian Union.

erty, keeping it in good order, while the 
company send the strikers provisions aud oth­ 
er pleasant remembrances of their eood-wlll 
— everything, indeed, except thp money they 
owe them for several mouths’ work, and that’s 
all the cause of difference. 
If the company 
would only pay the tnen one month’s wages 
the men would be satisfied, but the company 
can’t do it, and the men won’t work for noth­ 
ing any longer. 
So the two parties agree to 
disagree and spend their time exchanging 
pleasaut little courtesies as related above. 
Truly, Jersey is a land like no other under 
the sun. 


There seems to be no longer a question that 
the m ajority cf the House are bent on infla­ 
tion of the currency. 
Dawes has reported the 
bill legalizing the issue of the $14,000.000 re­ 
serve and adding it to the perm anent circula­ 
tion oí the country, and it will undoubtedly bo 
passed, and the only surm ise i3 w hether this 
will be the full extent of the “ ballooning ” 
proposed. - In the Senate there appears to be 
a great diversity of views on the finance ques­ 
tion, with odds apparently in favor of infla­ 
tion. 
The financial question is very much 
mixed, and couldn’t be more so if Richardson 
Bhould take it into his head to suddenly resign 
and leave ns to grapple with this g reat problem 
alone, as it were. 


There seems to be a prospect of better days 
for Louisiana in the near future. 
The Presi­ 
dent, w hether a conviction of the injustice of 
th e case lias seized upon him, or w hether be 
is wearied with the long-continued worry and 
strite, has em phatically announced his inten­ 
tion to no longer interfere in the ailairsof that 
state. 
And yesterday a dispatch was publish­ 
ed stating that a new electiou bill had beeu 
agreed upon by Senator C arpenter and Gen. 
Butler aud would soon be introduced in both 
houses. 
This bill, if passed, will of course 
end the Kellogg regime, and if draw n with a 
conscientious regard for the welfare of the 
state, leaving the proper power in the bauds 
of its people, must resqli iu g reat and immed­ 
iate benefit to them. 
Give them an honest 
governm ent, with the pow er to keep it so, 
und there are magnificent possibilities for that 
unfortunate slate aud a glorious commercial 
future beforo it. 


An instance of what may happen very 
frequently when Commodore V anderbilt’s 4th 
avenue improvements are completed wa3 the 
accident which occurred a t 92d street on 
W ednesday. 
A M orrtsania train stopped in 
the tunnel and the conductor om itted to liang 
ou£ a light at the rear end: a New Ilaven ex­ 
press train dashed in shortly after, the engi­ 
neer paying no attention to the danger sig­ 
nals at the mouth of the tunnel, and not see­ 
ing a light ou the train ahead, of course there 
was a collision. 
Fortunately no one was fa­ 
tally injured, the main dam age being to the 
cars. 
B ut the accident is suggestive of hor­ 
rors that may come hereafter if sim ilar reck­ 
lessness be perm itted to go unpuuished. 
Tho 
great railroad cntrauee to New Y ork will be a 
fine exam ple of enterprise and a grand engi­ 
neering 
work, 
but the 
traveling 
public 
want to know if it is going to be a rapid tran ­ 
sit route to eternity. 
The Commodore must 
m ake rules that will secure safety and sec that 
they are enforced. 


A paragraph is going the round oí the pa­ 
pers about Rev. Samuel Scoville, a son-in-law 
of Rev. Henry W ard Beecher, who ha3 recent­ 
ly been elected Chief Enginoci’ of the Fire De­ 
partm ent of Norwich, Conn., and who lias for 
a long lim e beeu Forem an of Rescue Ilook & 
Ladder Company of th at city. 
The item is 
thus generally copied, of course, because it 
intim ates that It is an anom aly for a m inister 
of the gospel to thus conduct himself. 
B ut 
we see no inconsistency o r unsuitableness In 
It. 
Why a minister shouldu’t m ake a good 
fireman we can’t understand, any more than 
why he shouldn’t lie able to chop wood in an 
emergency, hoc corn or dig potatoes. 
But 
then considered in another light, so to speak, 
it is eminently appropriate that lie should he 
a Chief Engineer. Isn’t it his duly to do every­ 
thing possible to prevent the “ eternal burn­ 
ing,” and how could lie begin better than by 
squirting out terrestrial fires?

So go to the Rescue with your 
tem poral fire engines and your spiritual hooks 
aud laddeis. Run out “ wid der m asheen ” till 
her work is done and the angel Gabriel blow3 
his (fire) trum pet and issues the final orders 
to “ take up.” 


T h e N ew D ix P a r t y . 
The new Dix party, which has suddenly 
m ade its appearauce iu the m inds a t least cf 
many politicians a t Albany, and was warmly 
backed by Alvord, seems not to suit the regu­ 
la r organs. 
The Albany Argu3, after having 
previously argued that Dix was a Dem ocrat 
and no mistake, now finds many reasons for 
opposing the movement. 
On the other hand 
the Custom House wing of the Republican 
party is already considerably exercised in its 
m ind as to the Governor, and has quite made 
up its mind, it is said, to run another m an for 
Governor next time. 
This docs not necessari­ 
ly interfere with Dix's plan, as the old gentle­ 
m an is reported to have acquired aspirations 
for the presidency. 
It is unfortunate, how­ 
ever, for the Republican party th at it chief of­ 
ficials now in office have been old Democrats, 
and the parly is necessarily under a constant 
dread lest the men it elected to office lead off 
its m asses upon a new political adventure. It 
is too early, however, to tell w hat the now 
Dix party is or what it will am ount to, or in­ 
deed if it be a party at all. 


N ot a I,carter. 
The Sun is of the opinion that the New 
York Times elected Grant, and further that if 
It join with the Suu it can overthrow his pow­ 
er and elect another for president in his place. 
It seems to consider that the Times is alt pow. 
erful and the Republican parly would be with 
out strength if it should leave it. 
Iu which it i¿ 
quite in error. 
The strength of the Republi­ 
can party of 1872 lay in its discipline and the 
fear of the ascendancy of the Democratic par­ 
ty. 
The strength of the Times lay in its par­ 
tisan fidelity, and it wouldn’t amount to a row 
of pius outside or party lines. 
The Times is 
not a leader in ideas, never has been, and nev­ 
er will be. 
Unaer Raymond, which were its 
best days, it represented the commercial es- 
timate of high moral ideas. 
When they got 
up to a paying point the Times embraced 
them. 
Ou the other hand the Republican pa­ 
pers that went into the Greeley movement 
w e » those to which the party looked, for its 


ideas. 
II they ¡who had led the party for 
years could not lead the massesjaway from it, 
what could a paper do that has no political 
ideas? 
The Republican party will step off 
the stage when it thinks its work is done, but 
no newspaper like the Times will aflect i t 


J a ck s-of-A ll-T rade*. 
Somebody iu Springfield wants a situation. 
He is only twenty-five years old, and yet he 
has run a printing press a year, has been 
salesman in a grocery two yea», been in the 
boot and shoe trade, and Is willing to work at 
any respectable business, thereby seem iD g to 
imply that he can work at almost anything. 
Such an advertisement naturally excites 
amusement, until wo come to reflect that the 
advertiser is a representative man iu this 
country. 
It U a distinguishing trait of Amer 
leans that as a class they drop one trade be­ 
fore they half learn it, and are equally ready 
to cobble shoes, plough corn, tend grocery or 
start a newspaper. 
To have the thorough 
knowledge of a trade acquired iu other coun­ 
tries through the discipline of adequate ap­ 
prenticeship, is here considered of the slight­ 
est póssible consequence. 
In this country we 
have masters of business who have never 
learned the first rudiments of it, foremen 
whose knowledge is about equal to an appren­ 
tice of about two years’ experience, and jour­ 
neymen of twelve mouths’ service. 
This all come3 from such people as this ad­ 
vertiser. 
The country (is full of young men 
who do not pretend to select a calling or 
trade or profession as a life-work, but dive in­ 
to this as a makeshift until something else 
turns up, and at last when fortune i3 at its 
ebb they have no skilled labor to turn into 
dollars. 
It is time Americans learned their 
trades as thoroughly as Englishmen or Ger­ 
mans.

THE FIRST INFLATION DILL. 


The foliowing is the text of the bill reported 
to-day by Dawes from the Committee on Ways 
and Means: 
W hereas, the existing uncertainty as to 
whether the am ount of legal tender nute3 now 
authorized bv law to be kept in neneral circu­ 
lation is $356,000,000 or $400,000,000 is cal­ 
culated to derange the business of the country 
and unsettle values, therefore be it enacted, 
that the provisions of the law existing prior to 
the passage of the act approved A pril 12th, 
1866, entitled “ An act to am end au act to 
provide ways and means to support tho gov­ 
ernment, approved March 3d, 1865,” be and 
the same are hereby declared to be iu force so 
far as to authoiize an am ount of legal tender 
notes of the United States to the am ount of 
$400,000,000 to be kept in circulation, and 
the total am ount of United States notes issued 
shall never exceed $400,000,000. 


PROPOSED CHANGE IN THE TARIFF LAWS. 


Secretary Richardson has written to the 
Seuate Commerce Committee recom m ending 
the revision aud consolidation of the tariff 
laws; the substitution n3 far as possible of 
specific instead of ad valorem duties, tho 
abolition of the moiety system, except in cases 
of detection of sm uggling; th at informers re­ 
ceive pay direct from the Treasury; the alter­ 
ation of the laws regarding seizure of books 
and papers so as to afford due protection to 
private rights; that b o com prom ise oi suits for 
infraction of the revenue laws be m ade until 
judicial investigation is had; th at the com­ 
pensation of customs officers be graduated 
according to their responsibility and im port­ 
ance of their positions.

tions are necessary to promote the efficiency 
of railroads, the interests of commerce and 
the convenience and safety or the traveling 
public. 
Mr. MORTON said th at on Tuesday next he 
would express his views on the subjet. 
Tue m orning hour having expired the con­ 
sideration 
of 
the

resolution 
was resumed and Mr. BOUTWEEL addressed 
the Senate, 
replying 
first 
to 
Senator 
Schurz’ rem arks concerning himself iu the lat- 
ter’s recent speeeh. Ho said the business men 
of the country are in a substantial condition 
and prepared to go ou w ith their business.— 
The laboring classes alone have suffered and 
they alone are the persons entitled to consid­ 
eration, and to their interests he thought Con­ 
gress should now address itself. 
He hoped to 
be able to show th at au inflation of tiie paper 
currency would inflict standing and lasting 
evils upon laboring men. 
lie contended that 
there was frequently an inflation of currency 
in New Y ork and its evils were disastrous.— 
There i3 a natural process by which currency, 
whether paper or coin, used for purposes of 
business, will accum ulate in a particular place. 
When every power of legislation should have 
been exhausted for the purpose of distributing 
the currency over the country the result would 
bo failure. 
T hecurreucy will flow where it 
belongs, and therefore naturally accum ulates 
in the city of New York. 
The banks of the 
city of New York, acting upon a practice al­ 
m ost universal, pay interest 011 deposits, and 
the result is that money, instead of rem aining 
in Chicago, St. Louis and other points, flows 
into New Y'ork, fifty, sixty or seventy millions 
of dollars often being held there subject to 
call. 
The accum ulation 0 ! currency in New 
York by artificial m eans leads to inflation of 
tho currency in th a t city and to speculations, 
followed by disaster and rain. 
An inflation cf 
the currency of the country would in tim e pro­ 
duce the sam e results. 
H e was therefore op- 
opposed to any increase in the volume of tho 
paper money cf the couutry, and on the 
other hand was opposed to any contraction 
of the currency. 
lie did not think a depreci­ 
ated currency in itself a g reat evil;—by that 
he m eant to say th at if the currency be depre­ 
ciated and the prices and products of labor 
become accom m odated to th at state of tilings 
there a re ’ no substantial evils affecting the 
general prosperity of the country. 
The authority of the Treasury D epartm ent 
to use the forty-four millions legal tender re­ 
serve ought never to have been questioned, 
but he trusted th at this debate would settle 
the legal right of the Treasury to use th at re­ 
serve. 
The departm ent had acted upon the 
idea th at it had a right to use it whenever 
an emergency occurred, bearing in mind 
always th a t it was not to be added to 
the ’ volume 
of 
currency 
when 
issued, 
but to 
be restored 
to the 
Treasury as 
soon as practicable. 
He argued th at the issue 
of the $44,000,000, in bis judgm ent, was con­ 
sistent with public interest in the highest de­ 
gree and the Secretary of the Treasury could 
not sit silent und inactive while ruin and dis­ 
aster to the country w ere apparent. 
But to 
perm anently iucrease the currency he was op­ 
posed to. 
He favored a return to specie pay­ 
ments, with such lim itations as were set forth 
in the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury of 1872. 
Statem ents bad been 
made here that during the past four years 
no progress had been m ade tow ards a return 
to specie paym ent. 
This he denied. 
In 1869 
the average price of gold was 1321 per cent., 
in 1*70 it was less than fifteen; in 1871 less 
than tw elve; in 1872 it was 112 4-10 aud in 
1873 it was 113 84-100. 
Did uot these facts, 
by themselves considered, dem onstrate that 
in those four years we had m ade progress? 
He looked for an ultim ate and not for a dis­ 
tan t equalization of our p ap er currency and 
coin and until th at tim e arrived any policy 
looking to the resum ption of specie paym ent 
would be fraught with the greatest danger. 
He opposed a free banking system . 
Under 
it the currency of the country would bo vast­ 
ly iucreased and wheu the lim e cam e to re­ 
sume specie paym ent these banks would be 
unable to respond. 
He \va3 also opposed to 
the proposition of bis colleague (Sum ner) for 
convertible bonds and expressed the opinion 
th at it would result in contraction and hoarding 
of m oney,to the detrim ent of the business in­ 
terests of tho country. 
If the currency was 
to he contracted as a iuean3 to resum e specie 
paym ent let it bo done opeuly, so th at every 
business man could see w hat w as going to be 
afld shape his business accordingly. 
He a r­ 
gued the impossibility of our going into the 
m arkets of the world to purchase coin with 
which to redeem legal tenders. 
All the m on­ 
ey m arkets of the world would be arrayed 
against us. 
It was possible for m en in New 
Y ork to m ass for the purpose of specula­ 
tion 
and 
control 
ten, 
tw enty 
or 
even 
thirty 
millions 
of 
dollars, 
and if the plan proposed by his colleague (Mr. 
Sumner) should be adopted those men would 
work ruin to the Treasury by p u ttin g their 
money into these convertible bonds when 
money was plentiful, hold their bonds until a 
scarcity of rnouey occurred, when they would 
have them redeemed and precipitate an addi­ 
tional volume of currency ou the country, iu 
fluting the prices and doing g reat dam age. 
The plan of returning to specie paym ent a 
year from now also was very objeciiouable, as 
tie had shown. 
The governm ent could not 
get gold to do it and if the tim e for return 
should be fixed a t a year from now the gov­ 
ernm ent could not stand the shock. 
A fter 
redeem ing 
fifty 
or a liuudred 
millions 
tbo 
Treasury 
would 
have 
to 
close 
its doors. 
Enough coin could not be ac­ 
cum ulated in the Treasury in a-ycar to pay 
our notes, and it was impossible to get it from 
Europe. 
The only escape is to allow the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasuty to go into the m arkets 
of the country aud buy our six per cent, 
bonds a t a m arket price with the proceeds 
derived from the sale of five per cent, bonds.

T h e M am e so T w i n s — T h e ir L ife u n d 
D culU » 
The Siam ese twins, C hang am i Eng, died a t 
their residence in M ount Airy, Surrey county, 
N. C., January 17th. 
C hang was partially 
paralyzed la st fall, since which tim e he lias 
been fretful, very much debilitated, and stro n g ­ 
ly addicted to drinking liquor as a m eans of 
alleviating his suffering. 
H e had been quite 
feeble for several days—indeed so much so as 
to confine both the brothers to bed, b at the 
illuess was uut so severe as to excite alarm . 
On Friday night they retired to bed as usual, 
but during the night C hang becam e worse, 
and expired suddenly about 4 o’clock 011 S at­ 
urday m orning. 
As soon as it was discovered 
th a t ho was dea I, E n g becam e so terribly 
•hocked th at he raved wildly for a while, a t 
tim es exhibiting sign3 of great m ental aber­ 
ration. 
This attack was followed by what 
seemed to be a deadly stupor, and in two 
hours from the death of Chang, E ng breathed 
his last. 
The twins were born at a small village 
on the coast of Siam, 
in the year 1811. 
Their parents got their living by fishing, 
find, 
until 
1829, 
when 
Eng 
and 
C hang 
were 
brought 
to the United States, they 
made 
their 
living 
by 
selling 
shell-tish. 
Their m other 
bore 
seventeen 
children.— 
At one tim e she gave birth to three and nevei 
less than two. 
But none of these children 
were deformed. The tw ins were united at the 
anterior part of the chest by a prolongation of 
a kind of fleshy band the size of the hand. 
This band of flesh was about two inches broad 
and four inches thick. 
The whole m ass was 
tough and capable of being considerably ex­ 
tended. 
One could whisper in the ear of one 
of them w ithout the other hearing; while vol­ 
atile salts applied to the nostrils of one bad 
110 effect on the other; and while pinching the 
arm of one excited no sensation in the other, 
still if one but stuck a pin iu the exact verti­ 
cal centre of this connecting link both would 
flinch from the hurt. 
The twins were seldom 
observed to converse with each other. 
They 
played a good gam e of draughts, m ade pretty 
much the sam e moves, and at the sam e time, 
and frequently played against each other. 
After attractin g a vast am ount of attention 
am ong scientists and physiologists in the old 
world, they m arried two sisters, and settled 
down near Salisbury, N. C., on a well stocked 
plantation. 
In addition they had a t one per­ 
iod ample funds invested through their agent 
in New York. 
D uring tho w ar they continu­ 
ed te reside on their plantation, anil lived in 
the same quiet and harm ony as ever, until 
some few years afterward. 
Of course, no one 
ever thought of drafting them, and their ne­ 
groes prospered, except, when out of tem per 
from any cause, it was apt to work itself off 
in striking the first one that cam e to hand, 
from which the best escape was to keep out of 
the way. 
The brothers probably never would 
have had any difficulty, but that their wives, 
though sisters, turned aw ay their hearts, and 
children were the cause of this estrangem ent. 
Up to the period th at each bad five children 
all prospered well enough, but one of them 
had a sixth, and this awoke envy and jealousy 
to such a degree th at the twin-sislers, uot be­ 
ing bound together like the tw in-brothers, 
would no longer live under the same roof. 
The brothers were about fifty-four years of 
age, but one, the sm aller and feebler of the 
two, looked about ten years older than the 
other. 
They could turn either back to back 
or face to face, but that is as far as the re­ 
m arkable bond th at uuited them perm itted. 
It has always beeu considered alm ost certain 
that, should either die, the other could not 
long survive, as there was an artery as large 
as the femoral artery connecting them. 
A 
few years since, they corresponded with some 
of the leading surgical operators in London, 
as to the possibility of the umbilicus being cut, 
so that, iu case of the death of oue the lite of 
the other m ight tie saved. 
At the request of 
the London surgeon, they visited th at city, 
and many experim ents were tried to deter­ 
mine the safety of such an operation. Among 
other things, a ligature was tied firmly 
for a few m inutes around tho connection 
between them, so as to prevent the circulation 
of blood through the artery. 
But it seemed 
as if eacii would expire if this were persisted 
in. 
The sm aller of the two fainted aw ay and 
lost all consciousness, and there w ere symp­ 
tom s that the sam e effect would follow to the 
other, but the process could not be continued 
long enough w ithout endangering tiie life of 
him who was the first to faint. 
(Since the 
breaking out of the rebellion, tbe tw ins both 
dressed in the confederate gray, and were 
both members of the sam e church, having 
united with a small B aptist church iu their 
neighborhood, of which they were considered 
very worthy members, though born Siamese.

which is hot, for it smokes.

lemonade, because it has a small piece of lem­ 
on peel, a cracker, and some grated nutmeg 
floating on its surface. 
Wo have known the 
server to also carry at the samo timo two se­ 
gara, but that must have been when thoro 
were men up-stairs somewhere. 
During one of the sleighing spells this fall 
or winter, there drove up in front of a certain 
hotel some miles from this city a fancy estab­ 
lishment in which were two handsome young 
women, very fashiouably dressed, who ullght- 
ed and after attending to giving instructions, 
and something else from a port monnaie, to 
the holster, they entered the house and public 
parlor, whence proceeded the landlord to 
blandly enquire “What would the ladies wish?” 
“ Can we have a private room, with flre, for 
about an hour?” “Oh, certainly.” 
“Show 
us, and then send up two hot 
lemonades 
and some segurs.” 
“Hpw many segars, 
Miss?”

OCR ALBANY CORRESPONDENCE. 


T h o E r ic S h o r t C u t. 
It has heretofore been aunounced that the 
Erie Railway,Company ha3 been contemplating 
a re-survey of some portions of t’neir road in 
order to see if certain heavy grades iu the 
vicinity of Port Jervis could not, iu a meas­ 
ure, be done away with, and distances at the 
same lime reduced. The result of enrveys re­ 
cently made by the engineers show that a 
short cut can he made which will efteet both 
the desired results, and it is probable the road 
will be shortened twenty miles by the adop­ 
tion of a new route. 
On leaving Tort Jervis 
the engineers passed around tho Shawangunk 
mountains, near Haincsville, crossed Big Flat 
Brook and located a tunnel through the Blue 
mountain 5,000 feet long, with a maximum 
grade of only 35 feet. 
They passed thence to 
Deckertown, aud northward crossing the Wal- 
kill three miles below Unionville. 
The line 
was thcu ruu through tho towu of Warwick to 
Bellevale 
mountain, where 
they 
located 
another tunnel a mile long, coming out at the 
head of Greenwood lake. 
The heaviest grade 
encountered iu this survey was only fifty feet 
Another route wa3 also surveyed by the same 
party, as follows: Commencing at the west 
side of Bellevale mountain, they ran to a 
point a quarter of a mile west of Hampton. 
They intersect the Midland at Crawford Junc­ 
tion aud thence parallel with that road lo 
Bloomingburgh, at a maximum grade of fifty 
feet. 
At Bloomingburgh they located a tun­ 
nel two miles long through the Shawangunk 
mountain, running southwest at two hundred 
feet loss elevation than the Midland tunnel, the 
direction of which is northwest. 
The route 
thence extended to Ellcnville, and down the 
Neversink valley to Port Jervis. 
Oue of these 
proposed routes will no doubt be .adopted by 
the road and will constitute what is to he 
:d the “Erie Short Cut.” 


I n h u m a n T r e a t m e n t o f a C h i l d —A n ­ 
o t h e r V e r d i c t a g a i n s t t h e P a l m e r s . 
The readers will remember that at a term 
of court held in Newburgh a few months ago 
a littin girl named Rachael Ann Gardiner, by 
her guardian, instituted proceedings against 
Spencer Palmer, formerly of the town of Wa- 
wayauda, and with whom she lived, to re­ 
cover damages for cruel treatment. 
The tes­ 
timony showed that the little girl had been 
subjected to terrible sufieriug caused by the 
inhuman treatment she had received at the 
hands of Palmer and his wife. 
The case was 
tried before a jury and the jury rendered a 
verdict in favor of the little girl for two hun­ 
dred aud fifty dollars. 
This, it seems, did not satisfy the little girl 
and her friends. 
Another suit was brought 
against Palmer's wife and it came on at the 
term of the Sugreme Court of Oyer and Ter­ 
miner held in Goshen this week. 
It was tried 
on Wednesday and, as in the first trial, the 
testimony plainly exhibited the heathenish 
treatment the girl hail received while in the 
Palmer family. 
It was tried before a jury aud 
the defendant was beaten, the jury rcudoriug 
this time a verdict iu favor of the plaiutifl 
for one thousand dollars.— Xeicburyh Tele- 
graph.

They passed thence to 
Deckertown, aud northward crossing the Wal- 
kill three miles below Unionville.

mountain, where

nnotlicr tunnel a mile long, coming out at the 
head of Greenwood lake. 
The heaviest grade 
encountered iu tills survey was only Affy feet 
Another ruute was also surveyed by the same 
party, os follows: Commencing at the we»t 
side of IMlevale mountain, they ran to a 
]>oint a quarter of a mile west of Hampton. 
They intersect the Midland at Crawford Junc­ 
tion and thence parallel with that road lo 
Bloomingburg!!, al a maxi mu if) grade of fifty 
feet. 
At Bloomingburg!! they Located a tun­ 
nel two miles lung through the Shawangunk 
mountain, miming southwest at two hundred 
feet less elevation Him the Midland tunnel,the 
direction of which is north went.

thence extended to Ellenville, and down the 
Neversink valley to Port Jervis.

CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
Section I. Each of said departments shall consist of 
a Chief Engineer, two Assistant Engineers, sud as 
many enginls.hoso and hook aud ladder companied 
the Common Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish, The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed tiny (60); to each hose company thirty (30); 
unless each huso company shall run IJKhj feet of 
hose or more, or more thatj one apparatus, or run a 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steamer, 
lu which case each company shalt be entitled to 
sixty (flu) members; and to each hook and ladder 
company (50).
